Until the past few years Faulkner 
has spent his time at the newspapering 
game, was elected mayor of Bay Min- 
ette and then Senator to the state legis- 
lature from his district. Good work in 
these jobs pushed him into a conten- 
der’s position for the governorship. But 
being a youthful contender and champ 
are two different things. 

Compare this to “Big Jim’s” back- 
ground of public service and political ex- 
perience. On his road to state and national 
prominence the ex-governor has fought and 
lost many preliminary bouts. 

Politically speaking Folsom is from the 
old school where the rule was “to get votes, 
know floks.” “Starting as a youngster, he 
went with his father who campaigned suc- 
cessfully for Coffee County commissioner 
and tax collector for four terms.

The veteran Henry B. Steagall 
beat him out in races for Congress in 
1936 and 1938.
